Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application re- 
fers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten day of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House

By-law No. 4048 





A By-law to Authorize the Expropriation 
of Certain Real Property for the 
Widening of Hastings Street in the 
Municipality of Burnaby. 


WHEREAS is it desirable and in the 
public interest to widen Hastings Street 
in the Municipality of Burnaby from Wil- 
lingdon Avenue to Gamma Avenue: 

And whereas for such purposes it is 
necessary to expropriate certain real prop- 
erty abutting upon the said portion of 
Hastings Street: 

Now, therefore, the Municipal Council 
of The Corporation of the District of 
Burnaby enacts as follows:— 

1. This By-law may be cited as “Bur- 
naby Hastings Street Widening Expropri- 
ation By-law, 1959.” 

2. The Municipal Council of The Cor- 
poration of the District of Burnaby, for 
the purpose of widening Hastings Street 
from Willingdon Avenue to Gamma Ave- 
nue, is hereby authorized and empowered, 
without the consent of the owners of the 
real property but subject to the provisions 
of Division (4) of Part XII of the “Mu- 
nicipal Act”:— 

(a) By its servants and agents to enter 
upon, expropriate, break up, take, 
or enter into possession of or use 
the north twenty feet of Lots 6, 15, 
16, 17, and 18, Block 10, District 
Lot 122, Group 1, New Westmin- 
ster District, Plan 1308, and the 
north twenty feet of Lots 1, 2, 3, 
and 12, Block 11, District Lot 122, 
Group 1, Plan 1308, New Westmin- 
ster District: 

(b) By its servants and agents to enter 
upon any real property which may 
be injuriously affected by the said 
widening of Hastings Street for the 
purpose of executing any works of 
construction, maintenance, or repair 
in mitigation of injuries done or ap- 
prehended or in reduction of com- 
pensation. 

3. This by-law shall, before coming in- 
to effect, be published once in The British 
Columbia Gazette and in a newspaper 
published or circulating in the Municipal- 
ity of Burnaby, and a certified copy of the 
by-law shall be filed in the Land Registry 
Office in the City of New Westminster, in 
the Province of British Columbia.
